WHEN HE WAS “JIM.” 


A. Beminiscence of James Whitcomb 
} Riley’s Sign-Painting Days. 
lhave wondered a good many times, writes 
8. B. McManus in the Warsaw (Ind.) Times, 
how many wine in Warsaw remember 
hitcom)b Riley wasa resident, 
for atime, of that place? 1 have forgotten 
how long he was there, and it is more than 
probable in writing this I am, figuratively, 
“cdrrying coals to Neweastle,”’ repeating 
something better known to others than my- 
self. But there is one little incident of:his so- 
journ there that I like to think of. It is this: 
It was in the spring of 1873—when I was 
reading medicine there and Riley was in 
town filling an engagement or engagements. 
painting window-signs. He was handy at 
this sort of thing, and did somenice jobs. 
Later with a very deft and cunning hand, 
he made drawings for his poems, which 
were as full of artistic strength and qua ‘nt- 
ness as his “Old Swimmin’ Hole” is full of 
poetry. About this time the Indianian 
printed some little things of mine—pict- 
uresquely little, some of them, from a lit- 
erary stand-point. But out of charity, or « 
encovrage mé, or to get rid of me, the 
rhymes were printed, and one day Riley 
and I were talking about them while he 
was painting a sigh of the Boss jewelry 
store, near Mr. Wynant’s drug store. Ina 
mild, frienaly way, he was a trifie envious 
of my success in getting into print, and I 
posed beside him while he painted the “RY’”’ 
in jeweiry, as a person whose literary 
standing was assured. When he had made 
a marine blue period, he took off his apron, 
and we went over tothe Wright House to- 
gether to see a little bit of rhyme which he 
said he hadthere. He wanted my opinion 
and criticism on it, and as [ had more opin- 
ion and criticism to give than any thing 
else, I was willing to bestowitevenon a 
sign-painter. Riley read the poem. It was 
called ‘‘The Argonaut,’’ and, inexperienced

University. The most active oppo- 
pents of this measure were friends 
of the University, who seemed to fear 
that it would undermine University 
principles. But, at present, their 
fears would seem to have been ground- 
less, and it is generally conceded that 
it has not detracted from the Univer- 
y, either in its individuality, its 
usefulness or its dignity. At the last 
general election the e for the first 
time elected the of pegents, 
consisting of Hon. T, H. Wells, E. T. 
George and H. L. Fish. Judge Wells 
having been appointed to a _ lue- 
rative position resigned and Hon. 
Trenmor Coffin was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. Mr. Coffin is with us in 
the spirit but has thus far, on account 
of bodily infirmaties, been unable to 
meet with us. During its brief au- 
thority, the Board bas made extensive 
improvements on the grounds ; has ap- 
pointed specialists at the station, and 
has an additional building in course of 
completion. During the present year 
one hundred and forty-three students 
have been enrolled; general harmony 
has prevailed ; and now at the close of 
the school year we are happily met in 
department graduation. Of course it 
is understood that ‘we are not at the 
present time issuing diplomas for a 
complete University course, and may 
not do so for years tocome. It is also 
understood that the children of the 
‘* model class’’ are not enrolled stu- 
dents of the University—although we 
must say that more bright, intellec- 
tual, promising youths cannot be found 
anywhere or at any time. As the pen- 
cil, the square and the saw are. placed 
with the department of mechanical 
arts; as the seed, the spade and the 
plough are placed with the department 
of agricalture ; so is the ‘‘ model class ”’ 
a soulful, living implement, placed with 
the normal department; that its stu- 
dents, in training and in teaching,

In looking over the register we are 
led to inquire why are so few students 
enrolled in the department of agricul- 
ture? Are there no laurels to be won, 
or fortunes to be made in this direc- 
tion?

We fear the tendency of 
the present is too much in the hine of 
large cities, crowded population and 
indoor pursuits. Are these most de- 
sirable in this great land of ours? The 
prosperity of a nation is in the propor- 
tion of its producers to the aggregate 
population. Who are to be the pro- 
ducers of the future. The erations 
farmers should be nature’s true noble- 
men. With a sound constitution, 
health and vitality follow sunlight and 
out-door pursuits, as certainly as the 
magnet turns to the pole. ‘‘ The son! 
is the noblest gift of a Divine Provi- 
dence to mankind. The sea is. not 
placed under our dominion. We can- 
not freshen it nor increase its saltness. 
We cannot raise nor di:ninish its bil- 
lows. The bodies of water deluge. us 
with rain, oppress us with hail and 
drown us with inundations. The air 
is given us, but we cannot change its 
constitution nor its currents.”’ ‘‘ The 
wind bloweth were it listeth.”” The 
air rushes in storms; prepares the tem p- 
est and liglits up the volcano. But 
the soil we can make our own. The 
earth, ever kind and indulgent, is 
found subservient to our wishes. She 
never refuses her accustomed yield, 
Dut returns with interest every good 
committed to her care. She spreads 
the path of man with flowers and his 
table with plenty. No wonder the 
ancient Roman poet wrote his most in- 
spiring verses in celebration of agri- 
culture. As we inhale the breath of 
the morning and bask in the sunlight 
could we but see how the red-top and 
the grain are woven by fairy spinners ; 
could we but see how the waxen blos- 
som is tinted and the apple is rounded 


“and painted by elfin fingers; could we 


but see how the dew is compounded 
into apple and peach and orange; how 
would the mysteries of the alchemist 
dwindle into insignificance, d#nd we
